and ſo prov'd, and ſoſeen: and if this be not [uffici« 
enticredibility in a matter of FaFt as this was, then 
we can have no ſtory credibly tranſmitted to us, - ns 
Records kept, no Acts of Courts, no narratives 
ot the dayes of old, no traditions of our Fa- 
thers, no memorials of them in the third ge- 
nexation., Nay, if from theſe we thave nor 
ſufficient cauſes and arguments of Faith, bow ſhall 
we be able toknow the will of Heaven upon Earth ? 
unleſs God do not only tell tt once, but alwayes, 
and not only alwayes to: ſome Men, bur al- 
wayes toall Men : for if ſome Men muſt bes 
lieve others, they can never do it in any thing 
more reaſonably than in this; and if we may 
not truſt. them in this, then without a perpe- 
tual miracle, no Man could have Faith : for 
Faith could never come by hearing ; by nothing but 
by ſeeing. Bur if there be any ule of Hiſtory, 
aby Faith in Men, any boneſty in manners,

ther we (may beas ſure that Chriſtthe firft 
Fruits is already riſen, asall theſe credibili- 
ties can make us. Dut let us take heed; as God 
hates alie, ſo he hates incredulity ; an obſtnate, a 
fooliſh and pertinacious underſtanding. What 
- wedo every minute of our lives in matters'of 
_ tirleand greatconcernment, if we refuſe todo 
it in Religion, which yet is to be conducted 
as all humane affairs are,« by bumaneinftry- 
ments and arguments of perſwaſjon-proper 
to the'nature of thething,” it'is an obſtinacy 
as croſs to humane reaſon, as it isto Divine 
Faith. 

Butthis Article was ſo clearly prov'd, that 
preſently it catne to pals char Men. were no 
longer aſham'd of the Croſs, but it was 
worn upon breaſts, printed inthe air, drawn 
upon forcheads, carried upon Banners, put 
upon crowns Imperial, preſently it came'to 
paſs that the Religion of the deſpiſed Jeſus 
did infinitely prevail : aReligion that taught 
* Mento be-meck and humble, apt to receive 
* injuries, "but unapt todo any; a Region

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that gave. countenance: to the poor and piti- 
ful, b. a time. when idenbvre: ador's, Sol 
ambition and pleaſure had poſſefledthe heart 
of all Mankind; a Religion that would 
change the face of things, and the hearts of 
Men, and break vile habits, into gentleneſs 
and counſel ; that ſuch a Religion, in ſuch a 
time by the Sermons and Condudt of Fiſher- 
men, Men of mean breeding and illiberal 
Arts, ſhould ſo ſpeedily triumph over che 
Philoſophy of the World, and the arguments 
of the lubtil, and the Sermons of the Elo- 
quent ; the Power of Princes and-the Inte- ' 
reſts of States, the inclinations of Nature, 
andthe blindnels of zeal, the force of cuſtom, 
and the ſollicitation of paſsions, thepleaſures 
of ſin and the buſie Arts of the Devil ; that 
is, againſt Wir and Power, Superſtitionand 
Wilfulneſs, Fame and Money, Nature and 
Empire, which are all the cauſes in this 
World that can make a thing impoſsible;this, 
this4s to beaſcrib'd to the power of God, and 
is the great demonſtration of the Reſurre&ti- 
on of Jeſus. '- Every thing was an Argument 
for it, and improv'd it; no Objeftion could 
hinder it, no Enemies deſtroy .it; whatſo- 
ever was for them, ic madetheReligionto in- 
creaſe ; whatſoever was againſt chem, 'made

ie. toJjncteaſe; Sun-ſhine and Storms, Fair 
Weather or Foul, it wasall one as to the evenc 
ol things ; for they were inſtruments in the 
hands of God, who could make what himſelf 
ſhould chnſe to be the-produdrotany cauſe ; 
Sothat if the Chriſtians had peace, they went 
abroadand brought in Converts; if they had 
no peace, but perſecution ; the Convetts 
came into them, In proſperity they allur'd 
and. intic'd the World by the beauty of holi- 
neſs; in affliction and trouble they amaz'd all 
men yith the ſplendour of their Innocence, 
andtheplories of their patience; and quick- 
ly'it was that the World became Diſciple to 
the glorious Nazarexe, and men could no 
longer doubt of the Reſurrection of Jeſus, 
. when it became ſo demonſtrated by. the cer- 
rain} of chem that ſaw it, and the courage 
of them that died for it, and the multitude of 
them'that believ'd ic ; who by their Sermons, 
and their Actions, by their publick Offices and 
Diſcourſes, by Feſtivals and Eucharifts, by 
Arguments of Experience and Senſe; by Rea- 
ſon and Religion, by perſwading rational

This is a leſs wonder than the. former : for 
admonetur onnis &tas jam fieri poſſe quod aliquando 
fattumeſt. If it was done once, it may be 
done again, for {ince it could "never. have 
been done, but by a power that i infifiite, 
that infinice muſt alſo be eternal and-indefici- 
ent. By che ſame Almighty power which 
reſtor'd life to the dead body of our living 
Lord, we mayall be reſtor'dto a new life in 
the Reſurrection of the dead. 

When Man was not, what power, what 
cauſes madehim to be? whatſoever it was, 
it did then as great a work as to raiſe his body 
ro the fame being again; and becauſe we 
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the Funeral of the Lord Primate. 
know not the method of Natures ſecret chan: 
ges, and how we can be faſhioned beneath in 
ecrets terre, and cannot. handle and diſcern 
the poſgibilities and ſeminal powers in the 
aſhes of diſſolved bones, muſt our ignorance 
in Philoſophy be put in balance againſt the 
Articles of Religion, the hopes of Mankind, 
' the Faith of Nations and the truth of God ? 
andareour Opinions of the power of God fo 
tow, that our underſtanding muſt be his mea- 
ſure; and he ſhall be confefled ro do nothing, 
unleſs it be made plain in our Philoſophy ? 
Certainly we have a low Opinion of God un- 
leſs we believe he can do more things then 
we can underſtand. Bur ler us hear S. Panl's 
demonſtration : If the Corn dies and lives 
again, ifit layes its body down, ſuffers alte- 
ration, diflolution and death, but at the 
ſpring riſes _— in the verdure of a leaf, in 


the fulneſs of the ear,in the kidneys of wheat; 


if ic proceeds from lictle to great, from na-

Burt we find no obſcure foot- -ſteps of this 
myſtery even amongſt the Heathens, Pliny 
reports that Appion the Grammarian -by the 
ule of the plant Oſiris call'd Homer from his 

rave; and in Valerius. Maximus we fand that 
Elins Tubero return'd to life when he was 
ſeated in. his. Funeral pile; and in Plutgrch, 
that Solegs/afrer three dayes burial did: live, 
and in Yalerius that Aris Pamphilins did fo af- 
rex ten dayes. And it was ſo commonly be> 
liey'd; that Glaucus who was.choked: ina: vel- 
ſel ofhoneydig riſe again, that it grew to a 
Proverb; Glaucus poto melle reſurrexit ; Glaucks 
having taſted honey, dicd and liv'd again 
I. pretend..not to believe thele ſorics rue; 
but from theſe inſtances it may be concluded that 
they believ dic polsible that there ſhould be a 
Reſurre&tion from-the dead; and natural 
reaſon, and their Philoſophy did not. wholly 
deſtroy their hopes and expeRation to. have 
a portion. in-this Article. 

For God knowing that the great hopes of 

Man, that the biggeſt eadcarment of Reli- 
gion, the ſanction. of privage Jullice, the

ive from the Article of the Reſurre&on,was plea- 
ed not 'onely to make it credible, but eafie 
nd familiarto us; and we ſo converſe eve 
night with the Image of death, that ever 
morning we find an argument of the Reſur- 
reftion, Sleep and Death have but one mother, 
and they have one name in common.

. - Charnel-houſes are but wlive, Cemeteries 
or {leeping-places, and they that diearefallen 
alleep, and the ReſurreRion is but an awa- 
kening and ſtanding up from fleep : bur in 
fleep our Senſes art as faſt bound by Nature, 
as our Joynts are by the grave-clothes; and 
unleſs an Angel of God awaken us every morning, 
we muſs confeſs our (elves as unable to converle 
with Men, as we now areafraid todie and to 
converſe with Spirits. But however Death 
it ſelf is no more; it ts but darkneſs and a 
badow, a reſt and a forgetfulneſs. What « there 
more indeath ? what is. there leſs in ſleep? For 
do we not ſee by experience that nothing of 
equal loudneſs does awaken us ſooner then- a 
Mans -voice, eſpecially if he be call d by name * and 
thus allo it ſhall be in the Reſurrection. We 
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16. ſhall be the -ooice of an Archangel; yet this is not 
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ſhall be awakened by the voice of a Man, and 
he that calld Lazarus by name from his 
grave, ſhall alſo callus : tor alrhough S.Paw 
afirms, that the trumpet ſhall ſound, and there 


aword of Nature, but of Office and Mini- 
ſtry : Chriſt himſelf is that Archangel, and 
he ſhall deſcend with a mighty ſhout, (faith the 
Apoſtle) and all that are m the grave ſhall hear 
his voice, (aich S. John: So that we ſhall be 
awakened by the voice ofa Man, becauſe we 
are onely fallen aſleep by the decree of God, 
and when the Cock and the Lark call us up 
to prayerand labour, the firſt thing we ſee is 
an argument of our Reſurre&tion from the 
dead. And when we conſider what the, 
Greek Church Teports, That amongſt then 
the bodies of thoſe that die Excommunicate 
will not return to duſt till the Cenſare be ta- 
ken off; we may with a lictle faith and rea- 
{on believe, that the ſame power that keeps 
them from their natural Diſſolution, can re-- 
call them to lifeand union. I will not now 
inſiſt upon the ſtory of the Riſing Bones ſeen 
every year in Egypt, nor the pretences of the 
Chymiſts, that chey from the aſhes of Flow- 
ers can re-produce from the ſame materials 
the ſame beauties in colour and figure; for 
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he that proves a certain Truth from an un- 
cettain Argument, 1s like him that wears a 
Wooden leg when he hath two found legs al- 
ready ; it hinders his going, but helps him - 
not: The Truth of God ſtands not in need 
of ſuch ſupporters, Nature alone is a ſiffici- 
ent preacher :

immortal name, Winter and Summer, the 


Fall and Spring, the Old Teſtament and the 
New, the words of Job, andche Viſions of 
the Prophets, the prayer of Ezekeel for the re- 
furre&tion of the men of Ephraim, and the return 
of Jonas from the Whales belly, the hiſtories of the 
Fews and the Narratives of Chriſtians, the 
Faith of Believers and the Philoſophy of the 
reaſonable, all joyn inthe verification of this 

ftery. And amongſt theſe heaps it is not of 
the leaft conſideration that there was never any 


good man, who having been taught this Ar-

ticle, 
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ticle, but if he ferv'd God, healſo relied up 
on this. If he believ'd God, he believ'd this; 
and therefore S. Paul (ayes that they who 
Were wile pd tou, WETE AllO ddr wu ries, they 
who had no hope (meaning of the Reſur- 
retion) were allo Atheiſts, and without 
God in the world. And it is remarkable 
what S. Auguſtine obſerves, That when the World 
ſaw the righteous Abel deſtroyed, and that the mur- 
derer out-liv'd his crime, and built up a nu- 
merous family, and. grew mighty upon 
Earth, they negle&ed the Service of God up- 
on that account, till God in pity of their pre- 
judiceand fooliſh arguings took Enoch up to 
heavento recover them from their impieties, b 
ſhewing them that their bodies and ſouls ſhould be 
rewarded tor ever in an eternal union. But 
Chriſt the firſt fruits is gone before, and him- 
ſelf did promiſe that when bimſelf was lifted up he 
Would draw all men after him. Every man in 
his own order, firſt Chriſt, then they that are 
Chriſt's at his coming. And fol have done with 
the ſecond Particular, not Chriſt onely, but 
we alſo ſhall riſe in Gods time and our 
order. 
Burt concerning this order I muſt ſpeak a 
word or two, not only for the fuller handling 
tae Text, but becauſeit will be matter of ap- 


plication 
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plication of what hath beenalready ſpoken 
of the Articleof the Reſurreion. 
3- Firſt Chriſt and then we. And we 
therefore becauſe Chriſt is already riſen. Bur 
ou muſt remember, that the Reſurrettion and 
Exaltation of Chriſt was the reward of his pertect 
obedience and pureſt holineſs; and he cal- 
ling us to an imitation of the ſame obedience,and 
the ſame perfeft bolineſs, prepares a way for us to 
the fame Reſurrection. If we by holineſs 
become the Sonsof God as Chriſt was, we 
ſhall alſo as he was become the Sons of 
God in the Reſurrection :. But upon no 0- 
ther terms. So ſaid our blefled Lord him- 


ſelf : Ne which have followed me im the regeneration, Luk, 14.1.4, 


When the Son of Man ſhall fit on the throne of his 
glory, ye aljo jhall ſit upon thrones judging the tribes 
of Iſrael, For as. it was: with Chrilt the firſt 
teuics, ſo it ſhall be wich all Chriſtians in 
their own order : as with the Head, ſo it ſhall 
be with the Members. He was the Son of 
God by love and obedience, and then became 
the Son of God by Reſurrection from- the 


. degd to life Eternal, and fo ſhall we; bur we 


cannot be fo in any. other way. To them 


-thactare Chriſt's, and to. noneclſe ſhall this 
'be'given. For: we muſt know that God 
*hath ſent Chriſtinco the World/ro be a grear 
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example and demonſtration 'of che Occo- 
nomy and Diſpenſation of Erernal life. 
As God brought Chrift to glory, fo he will 
bring us, but by no other merhod. He hilt 
obeyed the will of God, and patiently fuffer- 
ed the will ofGod; he died, and roſe again, 
and entered into glory ; and ſo muſt we. 
Thas Chriſt is made Yu, Veritas, e&& Vita, the 
Way, the Truth, and the Lite; that is, the 
true way to Erernal life: He firſt trode this 
Wine-preſs, and we muſt infiſt in the ſame 
ſteps, or we ſhall never partake of this blel- 
ſed Reſurretion. He was made the Son of 
Godina moſt glorious mariner, and we by 
him, by his merit, and by hi grace, and by 
his example : bur other theq thisthere 1s no 


way of Salvation for us. This the farſt and 
great effect of this glorious ord@. 

4. Burt there is one thing more init yet, 
Every Man in his own order. Firſt Chriſt, and 
then they that are Chriſt's. But what ſhall be- 
come of them that are not Chriſt's? why 
there isan order for them too. Firſt they that 
are Chriſt's, and then they that are not his. 


2 Rev.20, 6, * Bleſſed and holy i be that hath hw:part mthe firſt 


reſurreFion. Thereis a firſt anda ſecond Re- 
lurreQion even after this life. The dead in 
Chriſt ſhall riſe firſt. Now'bleſſed arecbey that | 


havetheir portion here; for wpon theſe the ſe- 
cond death ſhall have no power. As for the recal- 
ling che wicked from their graves, it is no 
otherwiſe in the ſenſe ofthe Spirit to be called 
2 Reſurre&tion, then taking a Criminal from 
the Priſon to the Bar is a giving of liberty. 
When poor Attilivs Aviola had been ſeized on 
by an Apoplexy, his friends ſuppoſing him 
dead carried him to his Funeral pile ; bur 
when the fire began to approch, and the hear 
to warm the body, he reviv'd, and ſeein 
himſelf incircled with Funeral flames, call'd 
out aloud to his friends to reſcue, not the 
dead, but the living Aviola from that horrid buy- 
ning. But it could not be. He onely was 1eſtor d 
from his ſickneſs to fall into death, and from 
his dull diſeaſe to a ſharp and intolerable torment. 
Juſt fo ſhall the wicked live again ; they ſhall 
receive their ſouls,that they may be 2 portion 
for Devils; they ſhall receive their bodies, 
that they may feel the everlaſting burning ; 
They ſhall ſee Chrift, that they may look on 
him whom they have pierced ; and they fhall hear 
the voice of God paſsing upon them the into- 
lerable ſentence; they ſhall come from their 
graves, that they may go into hell; and live, 
again, that they may die for ever. - So have 
we ſeen a poor condemned Criminal, the 
H OT 
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weightof whoſe ſorrows fitting heavily up- 
on his ſoul hath benummed him into a deep 
ſleep, till he hath forgotten his grones, and 
laid aſide his deep ſ1ghings; bur on a ſudden 
comes the meſlenger of death, and unbinds 
the Poppy garland, ſcatters the heavy cloud 
that incircled his miſerable head, and makes 
him return to acts of life, that he may quick- 
ly deſcend into death and be no more, So is 
every ſinner that lies down in ſhame, and 
makes his grave with the wicked; he ſhall 
indeed riſeagain, and be called upon by the 
voice of the Archangel, but chen he ſhall de- 
ſcend into ſorrows greater then the reaſon and 
the patience of a man, weeping and ſhrickin 
louder then the grones of che miſerable chil- 
dren in the Valley of Hinnon. 

Theſe indeed are fad ſtories, but true as 
the voice of God and the Sermons. of the holy 
Jeſus. They are Gods words and Gods de- 
crees; and I with that all who profeſs the 
belief of theſe, would conſider ſadly what 
they mean. If ye believethe Article of the 
Relurre&tion, then you know that in your 
body you ſhall receive what you didin the 
body, whether it be good or bad. It matters 
not now yery much whether our. bodies be 
beauteous or deformed; for if we glorifie God 
in 


in our bodies, God ſhall make our bodies glo- 
rious. Ir matters not much whether we 
liveineaſc and pleaſure, or eat nothing bit 
bicter herbs ; the body that lies im duſt and 
aſhes, that goes ſtooping and feeble, that lodges 
at the foot of the Croſs and dwells in ditci- 
pline, ſhall be feaſted at the eternal ſupper of the 
Lamb. Andever remember this, that beaſt- 
ly pleaſures, and lying lips, anda deceitful 
tongue, and a heart that ſendeth forth proud 
things, are no good diſpoſitions to a bleſ. 
ſed Reſurrection. | J

But if any of you have loſt thelife 
of Grace, and fo fortcited all your title to a 
lifeot Glory, berake your ſelyes to an earl 
and an entire piety, that when by this firft 
Reſurreion you have made this way plain 
before your face, you may with confidence 
expet a happy Reſurreftion from your 
graves. For if it be poſsible that the ſpirit, 
when it is dead in fin, can ariſeto alifeof

p——_— again. Andthis is a conſequent

. Pauls arguraetit, If when ye were enemirs ye 
were reconciled by bis death, much more being recon» 
ciled we ſhall be ſaved by bis life ; plainly decla- 
ring that it isa harder and more wonderful 
thing for a wicked man to become the friend 
of God, thea for one that is ſo, to be carried 
up to heaven and partake ofhis glory. The 
firſt ReſurreRion is certainly the greater mi- 
racle : But he that hath riſen once, may rife 
again; and rhis is as fure as that hethat dies 
once, may die again, anddie for ever. Bur 
he who parrakes of the death of Chriſt

tence. Forif Wirand Learning, great Fame 
and great Experience, it wile Notices of 
things, and an honourable Fortune, if Cou- 
rageand Skill, if Prelacy and an honourable 
Age, if any thing char could give Greatneſs 
and Immunicy to a wiſe and prudent man, 
could have been put in bar againſt a fad day, 
andhave gone for good plea, this fad Scene 
of Sorrows had not been the entertainment 
ofthis Aſſembly. Bur tell me, where arc

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viſion towards an artificial Immortality for 
brave and worthy perſons ; and the Friend- 
ſhips, which our dead contracted while they 
werealive, require us to continuea fair me- 
mory as long as wecan; butthey expire in 
monethly minds, orat moſt in a faint and de- 
clining Anniverſary ; 
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And we have great reaſon ſo to do in this pre- 
ſent fad accident of the death of our late molt 
Reverend Primate, whoſe death the Church 
of Ireland hath very great reaſon to deplore; 
and we have great obligation to remember 
his very many worthy Deeds done for this 
poor afflicted and deſpiſed Church. S. Paul 
made an excellent Funeral Oration, as it were 
iaſticutinga Feaſt of All Saints, Who all died 
having obtained a good report ; and that excellent 
Preacher in the 11. chap. of the Hebrews 
made a Sermon of their Commemoration. 
For ſince good men, while they are alive, 
have their converſation in Heaven; when 
they are in Heaven'tisalſo fit that they ſhould 
in their good names live upon Earth. And 
as their great Examples are an excellent Ser- 
-mon to the living, and the praiſing them 
when 
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when Envy and Flattery can have no Intereſt 
to interpoſe, as it is the beſt and moſt vigo-. 
rous Sermon and Incentive to great things ; 
fo to conceal what good God hath wrought 
by them, is great unthanktulneſs tro God and 
to good men. 

When Dorcas died the Apoſtle came to ſee 
the dead Corps, and the friend. of the decea- 
ſed expreſſed -their grief and their love by 
ſhewing che Coats that ſhe, whileſt ſhe 11- 
ved, wrought with her own hands. She 
was a £90d Needle-woman and a good Huſ- 
wife, and did good to Mankind in her little 
way, and thar it ſelf ought not to be forgot- 
ten, and the Apoſtle himſelf was not difplea- 
ſed with their little Sermons, and thar 
zeiwrep® Which the women made upon that 


fad interview. Bur if we may have the ſame * 


liberty to record the worthy things of this 
our moſt venerable Father and Brcther, and 
x there remains no more of that Envy which 
uſually obſcures the ſplendour of living He- 
ro's, tf you can with your charitable though 
weeping eyes behold the great giirs of God 
with which he adorned this great Prelate, 
and not obje& the failings of Humanity to 
the participation of the Graces of the Spt- 
rit, or think that Gods fits are the leſſe 

; | tap 
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becauſe they are born in Earchen Veſlels, 
wares yay KAVTE docs x82gara pot Pogivory, for all men 
bear Mortality about them, and the Cabiner 
is not beauteous as the Diamond that ſhines 
within its boſom; then we may withour in- 
rerruption pay this duty to Piety, and Friend- 
ſhip, and Thankfulneſs, and deplore our ſad 
loſs by telling a true and ſad ſtory of this 
great man, whom God hath lately taken from 
our eyes. 

\ He was bred in Cambridge in Sidney-college 
under Mr. Hulet, a grave and a worthy man, 
and he ſhewed himſelf-not onely a fruirful 
Plant by his great progrels in his Studies, but 
made him another recurn of gratitude, taking 
care to provide a good Imployment for him 
in Ireland, where he then began co be greatly 
intereſted. Ir was ſpoken as an honour to 
Auguſtus Ceſar, that he gave his Tutor an ho- 
nourable Funeral; and Marcus Antonins erect- 
ed a Statue unto his; and Gratian the Empe- 
rour made his Maſter Auſonins to be Conſul : 
And our worthy Primate, knowing the Obli- 
pation which they paſs upon us, who do 
0>ſtetricari gravide anime, help the parturient 
Soul to bring forth fruits according to its ſe- 
minal powers, was careful not onely to re- 


ward the induſtry of ſuch perſons ſo uſeful ro 
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the Church in the cultivating infantes palma- 
rum, young Plants, whole joynts are to be 
ſtrerch'd and made ſtreight; but to demon- 
ſtrate that his Scholar knew how to value 
Learning, when he knew ſo well how to re- 
ward the Teacher. | 
Having paſs'd the courſe of his ſtudies in 
the Univerlity, and done his Exerciſe with 
that Applauſe which is uſually the reward of 
pregnant Wits and hard ſtudy, he was re- 
mov'd into Tork-ſhire ; where firſt in the Cir 
of York he was att afsiduous Preacher; but b 
thediſpolition of the Divine Providence he 
happened to be engaged at North-Alerton. in 
Diſputation with three pragmatical Romiſh 
Prieſts of the Jeſuirs Order, whom he (o 
much wyrited in the Conference, and fo 
ſhamefully diſadvantaged by the evidence of 
Truth, repreſented wiſely and learnedly, 
that the famous Primate of York, Archbiſhop 
Matthews, a learned and an excellent Prelate, 
and a moſt worthy Preacher, hearing of that 
Triumph, ſent for him and made him his 
Chaplain ; in whole ſervice he continued 
till the death of the Primate, but in thar 
time had given ſo muchceſtimony of his great 
Dexterity in the Conduct of Eccleſiaſtical and 
Civil Afairs, that he grew dear to his Ma- 
| | IP, "44 
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ſter. In that Imployment he was made Pre- 
bendary of York, and then of Rippon ; the Dear 
of which Church having made him his Sub- 
Dean, he managed the affairs of that Church 
ſo well, that he ſoon acquir'd a greater fame, 
and entered into the poſleſsion of many 
hearts, and admiration tothoſe many more 
that knew him. There and at his Parſonage 
he continued long to do the duty of a learned 
and good Preacher, and by his Wiſdom, Elo- 
quence and Deportment, lo gain'd the affe- 
ions of the Nobility , Gentry and Com- 
mons of that Countrey, that as at his return 
thicther upon the bleſſed Reftauration of His 
mioſt Sacred Majelty he knew himſelf ob- 
lipg'd enough, and was ſo kind as to give them 
a Viſit ; lo they by their 'coming in great 
numbers to meet him, their joyful Reception 
ofhim, their great Careſsing of him when he 
was there, their forward hopes to enjoy him 
as their Biſhop, their troublear his Depar- 
"ture, their unwillingneſs to let him go away, 
gave ſignal teſtimonies that they were wiſe 
and kind enough to underſtand and value his 
great worth. _ 

But while helived there he was likea Dia- 
-mond in- the duſt, (or Lucius Qumetins at the 
plongh) his low Fortune covered a _ 
" valu- 
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valuable perſon, till he became obſerv'd by 
Sir Thomas Wentworth Lord Preſident of Vork, 
whom we all knew for his great Excellencies, 
and his great but glorious Misfortunes. This 
rare perion elpied the great abilitics of Do- 
&tor Bramball, and made him his Chaplain, 
and brought him into Ireland as one whom he 
beltcy'd would prove the moſt fit inſtrument 
to ſerve in that deſign, which for two years 
before his arrival here he had greatly medita- 
red and reſolved;the Reformation of Religion 
and theReparation of the broken Fortunes of 
the Church : The Complaints were many, 
the Abuſes great, the Cauſes ofthe Church 
valtly numerous , but as faſt as they were 
brought in, ſo faſt they were by the Lord 
Deputy referred back to Dr. Bramball, who 
by his indefatigable Pains, great. Sagacity, 
perpetual Watchfulneſs , daily and hourly 
Conlultations, reduc'd chings coa more.tole- 
rable condition then they had been lett in b 
the Schiſmatical principles of fame, and the 
unjuſt Prepoſicſstons of others form. any years 
before. For at the Reformation the Popiſh 
Biſhops and Prieſts ſeemed to conform, and 
did fo, that keeping their Biſhopricks they 
might enrich their Kindred and dilapidate 
the Revenues ofthe Church; which by pre- 
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tende Offices, falſe Informations, Fee-farms 


at contemptible Rents, and ungodly Aliena. 


tions, were madelow as Poverty it felf, and 
unfic to miniſter to the needs of them that 
ſerv'd the Altar, or the nobleft purpoſes of 
Religion. ' For Hoſpiralicy decayed, and the 
Biſhops were eafic ro be-oppreſled by thoſe 
thatwould; and they complained, but for a 
long time hadno helper, till God raiſed v 

that glorious Inſtrumenr the Earl of $tra " 
who brought over with him as great affecti- 
onsto the Church and to all publick Incer- 
eſts, and as admirable Abilities, as ever be- 
fore his time didinveſt and adorn any of che 
Kings Vicegerents: and God: fired his hand 
with an Inſtrament good as his $kill was 
great. For the firſt Specimen of his Abilities 
and Diligence in recovery of ſome loſt Tithes 


+ being repreſented ro His late Majelty of bleſ- 


ſed and glorious memory, it pleaſed His Ma- 
jeity upon the death of Biſhop Downham to 
advance the Door to the Biſhoprick of 
Dir y;, which he not onely adorned wich an 
excellent ſpirit and a wile Government, but 
did more then double the Revenue, not 
by taking any thing from them to whom 


it 'was due, but by reſuming ſomething 


of the Churches Patrimony , which by 
© | un- 
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undue means was detained in unfitting 
hands. 

But his' care was beyond his Dioceſe, and 
his zele broke out to warm all his Brethren ; 
and though by reaſon of the Favor and Pie- 
ty of King James the eſcheated Counties were 
well provided for their Tiches, yer the Bi- 
ſhopricks were not ſo well till the Primate, 
then Biſhop of Derry, by the favour of the 
Lord Lieutenant and his own inceſſant and 
aſsiduous: labour and wiſe condu&t, brought 

in divers Impropriations, cancell'd -man 
unjuſt Alienations, and did reſtore them toa 
condition much more tolerable; I ſay: much 
more tolerable; for though he rais'd them 
above contempt, yet they were not near t9 
envy ; but he knew there could not in all 
times be wanting too many that enviedto the 
Church every degree of proſperity : ſo Judas 
did to Chriſt the expence of Oyntment, and 
ſo Dyoniſtus told the Prieſt, when himlelf ſtole 
the golden Cloak from Apollo, and gave him 
one of Arcadian home-ſpun , that it was 
warmer for him in Winter and cooler in 
Summer. And forever, {ince the Church by 
God's bleſsing and the favour of Religious 
Kings and Princes, and Pious Nobility, hath 
been endowed with fair Revenues ;- inimicus 
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homo, the Enemy hath nor. been; wanting by 


-prerences of "Religion tþ take away God's 


portion from the -Charch, as if his Word 
were intended as an inſtrument to rob his 
Houſes, But when the Iſraclites were gover- 
ned by a 3wzegrie, and God was their King, 
and Moſes his Lieutenant, and things were 
of his management, he was pleas'd by ma- 
king great Proviſions for them, that mini- 
ſtred in the ſervice of the Tabernacle. to con- 
ſign this eruth for ever, That Men, as they 
love God, at the ſame rate arexo make provi- 
lions for his Prieſts. For when himſelfdid.it, 
he not only gave the 48. Cities, with amile 


- of Glebe round about their City every, way, 


and yet the whole Country was. but,140. 
miles long,or thereabouts, from Dan to Beers 
ſheha; but beſides this they had the tiche of 
all increaſe, the firſt fruits, . offerings, yows, 
redemptions, and in ſhort , they thad 24. 
forts of Dues, as Baxtorf relates; and all this 
either brought to the Barn home to them 
without trouble, or elſe, as the nature of the 
thing required, brought to the Temple; the 
firſt co make it more profitable, and the fe- 
cond todeclare that they received it not from 
the People but from God, not the Peoples 
kindneſs but the Lords inheritance; inlo- 
| F much 
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much that'this ſmall Tribe of Levi, which 
was notthe 4oth. part ofthe People, as the 
Scripture computes them, -had a Revenue al- 
molt treble to any of the largeſt of the Tribes.

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cerning char portion which God reſerves for 
himſeltand his ſervice, but whatſoever it be 
this I ſhall ay,thar ir is confeſledly a Prophe- 
cy of the' Goſpel ; butthisI adde, that they 
had-as little co do, :and much leſs than a 
Chriftian Prieſt, and yet in all the 24. cour- 
ſes the pooreſt Prieſt amongſt them might be 
eſteemed a Rich man. I ſpeak not thisto up- 
braid any man or any thing bur Sacrilege 
and Murmur, nor to any other end but to 
repreſent upon what great and Religious 
grounds the then Biſhop'of Derry did with fo 
much careand aſsiduous labour endeavour to 
reſtore the Church of Ireland to that ſplendor 
and fulneſs; which as it is much conducing 
tothe honour of God and of Religion, God 
himſelf being che Judge, ſoit is much more 
necefſary for you than iris for us, and fo this 
wiſe Prelatc rarely well underſtood it, and 
having the ſame advantage and bleſsing aswe 
now have, a Gracious King, anda Lirure- 
nant Patron of Religion, and the Church, he 
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improv'd the depoſita pietatis, as Origen calls 
them, the Gages of Piety, which the Religi- 
on of the ancient Princes and Nobles of this 
Kingdom had bountitully given to ſuch a 
comfortable competency, that though there 
be place lefc for preſentand future Picty to 
inlarge it ſelf, yer no man hath reaſon to be 
diſcourag'd in his duty ; inſomuch that as [ 
have heard froma moſt worthy hand, thac 
at his going into England he gave account to 
the Archbiſhop, . of Canterbury of 30000 1. a 
year, inthe recovery of which he was greatly 
and principally inſtrumental. But the goods 
of this World are called waters by Solomon. 
Stollen waters are ſweet, and- they ate too 
unſtable to be ſtopt: ſome of thele. waters 
did run back from their proper chanel and re- 
turn-to another courſe. than God and the 
Laws intended, yet his Jabours and. pious 
Counſels were not the lels acceptable ro God 
and good men, and therefore by a thankful 
and honourable recognition the Conyocati- 
on of the Church of. Ireland hath tranſmitted 
in Record to poſterity their deep' reſentment 
of his ſingular ſervices and great: abilicies in 
this whole affair. And this honour will for 
ever remain to that Biſhop of Derry ; he-had 
a Zerubbabel' who repair'd the Temple and

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reſtor'd its beauty, but he was the foſhuab, the / 
High-prieſt, who under him miniſtred this | 
bleſsing ta theCongregations of the Lord. 

But his care was not derermin'd- in the ex- 
reriour part onely, and Acceſlaries of Reli-. 
gion; he was careful, and he was proſperous 
in'it,- to reduce that Divine and excellent Ser- 
vice of our Church to publick and.conſtant 
Exerciſe, to Unity and Devorion ; and to 
cauſe the Articles of the Church of England to 
be accepted as the Rule of publick confeſsions 
and perſwaſions here,that they and we might 
be Populus unius labii, of one heart and one lip, 
building up our hopes of heaven on a moſt 
holy Faith ; and taking away that Shibboleth 
which/made this Church liſp too undecently, 
or rather in ſome lictle degree to ſpeak the 
ſpeech of 4ſpdod, and not the language of 
(anian; and the excellent and wife pains he 
rook in this particular no man can deho- 
neſtate or reproch, but he that is not_wil- 
ling to confeſs that the Church of England 
is the beſt Reformed Chutth 'in the world: 
But when the brave Roman Tonfantry wndetx 
the Condudt of Manlius aſcended up to the 
Capicoltro defend Religion and their Altars 
from the fury of the Gauls, they all pray'd 
to God; Ht qutmadmodym ipſt ad defendendum 

| cemplum 
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templum ejus concurriſſent , ita ille virtutem e:« 
rum numine ſuo tueretur : That as they came 
to defend his Temple by their Arms, ſo he 
would defend their Perſons and that Cauſe 
with his Power and Divinity. And this 
excellent man in the Caule of Religion 
found the like bleſsing which they prayed 
for ; God by the proſperity of his labours 
and a bleſled "fect oave teſtimony not one- 
ly of the Piety and Wiſdom of his purpo- 
ſes, but that heloves to bleſs a wiſe Inſtru- 
ment when it i; vigoroully imployed in a 
wiſe and religious labour. He overcame the 
difficulty in defiance of all ſuch prerences as 
were made even from Religion it felt ro ob- 
ſtruct the better proc: <dureof real and mate- 
rial Religion. 

Theſe were great things and matter of 
oreat envy, and hike the ftery eruptions of Vee 
ſuvins might with the very aſhes of Con ſump- 
tion have buried another mary. , Ar firſt jn- 
deed, as his bleſſed Maſter thew(olt holy Je- 
fus had, ſo he alſo had his Annum gen, 
lem. Ar firſt the product was nothing bur 
great admiration at his ſtupendious parts,and 
wonder at his mighty diligence and obſerva- 
tion of his unuſual zele in fo good and great 


: "1h bur this' quickly pal? d into the na- 
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tural daughters of Envy, Suſpicion and De- | 


traction, the ſpirit of Obloquy and Slander, 
His zele for recovery of the Church-revenues 
was call'd Oppreſsion and Rapine, Covyetoul- 
neſs and Injuſtice; his care of reducing Re- 
ligion to wile and juſtifiable principles was 
called Popery and Arminianiſm, and I know 
not what names, which {1gnife what the Au- 
thorsare pleaſed to mean, andthe People to 
conſter and ro hate. The iatermedial pro- 
ſperity of his Perſon and Fortune, which he 
bad as an Earneſt of a greater reward to fo 
well-meant labours, was ſuppos'd to be the 
production of Illiberal Arts and ways of get- 
ting ; and the neceſſary refreſhmeat of his 
wearied ſpirits, which did not alwayes ſup- 
ply all his needs, and were ſometimes leſs 
thenthe permilsions even of prudent charity, 
they call'd Intemperance : Dederunt enim mas 
lum Mt:ll; Naevio poete ; their own ſurmiſes 
were the Bills of Acculation, and the fplen- 
dour of his great «y«v#4yis, or Doing of good 
works, was the great probation of all their 


Calumnies. But it Envy be the accuſer, what 
can be the defences of Innocence ?

” OurB.S. knowing the unfatisfiable angers of 
men iftheir Money or Eftates were medled 
with, refus'd co divide an Inheritance amongſt 
Brethren; ic was nor to be imagin'd that this 
great perſon (inveſted, as all his Brethren 
were, with the infirmities of Mortality, and 
yet imployed in dividiag and recoveringand 
apportioning of Lands) ſhould be able to 
bear all that reproch which Jealouſie and 
Suſpicion, and malicious Envy,eould invent 
againſt him. Bur ani feos road parddreriy 5 Topo, 
faid Sophocles: And ſo did he; the Afﬀright- 
ments brought to his great Fame and Repu- 
ration made him to walk more warily, and 
do juſtly, and a& prudently, and conduct 
his affairs by the meaſures of Laws, as far as 
he underſtood, and indeed that was a ver 
reat way : but there was Apertajuſtitia, Claus 
| - aakor Juſtice was open, but his Hand was 
ſhut; and though every Slanderer could tell 
a fry, yet none could prove that ever he re- 
ceived 2 Bribe to blind his eyes to the value 
; ofa Pair of Gloves. Ir was his own Exprel- 
fion, when he gave glory to God who had 
reſery'd him innocent. Burt becauſe every 
mans Cauſe is right in his own eyes, it was 
hard for him foto acquit himſelf, char in the 
Intriques of Law and difficult Caſes ſome of 
| his 
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his RAG x ſhould not ſeem when = 7 
were heard alone) to ſpeak reaſon againſt 
him. Burt ſee the greatneſs of Truth and 
Prudence, and how greatly God ſtood with 
him. When the numerous Armies of vexed 
people, 

Turba gravis pact, placideq; inimica quiets, 
heap'd up Catalogues of Accuſations, when 
the Parliament of Ireland imitating the violent 
procedures of the then diſordered Engliſh , 
when his glorious Patron was taken from his 
head, and he was diſrobed of his great de- 
fences; when Petitions were invited and Ac- 
cuſations furniſhed, and Calumny was re- 
warded and managed with art and power, 
when there were above 200. Petitions put in 
againſt him, and himſelf denied leave to an- 
fer by word of mouth; when he was lon 
impriſon'd, and created ſothat a ouilty man 
would have been broken into affrightment 
and pitiful and low conſ1derations;yet theghhe 
himſelf ſtanding almoſt alone, like Callmas 
chus at Marathon inveſted with enemies and 
covered with arrows, defended himſelf be- 

yond all the powers of guiltineſs, even with 
the defences of Truth and the bravery of In- 
nocence, and anſwered the Petitions in wri- 
ting, ſomerimes ewenty in a day, with ſo 


much -

much "clearneſs, evidence of truth, reality of 
Fa&: and Teltimony of Law, that his. very 
Enemies wete aſham'd and convinc'd; they 
found they had done like #/ops Viper, 
they licked the hle till their tongues bled ; 
but himſelf was wholly invulnerable. They 
were therefore forc'd to leave their muſter- 
rolls and decline the particulars, and fall 
to their & wiye, ro accule him for going a- 
bour to ſubvert the fundamental Laws; the 
way by which great Strafford and Canterbury 
fell, which was a device, -when all rea- 
ſons fail'd, .co oppreſs the Enemy by the bold 
affirmation of a Concluſion they could not 
prove, they did like thoſe Gladiatores whom 
the Romans -call'd- Retiaries, when . they 
could not ſtab their Enemies with their dag- 
vers, they threw nets over him, and coyer'd 
him with a general miſchief. But the Mar- 
tyr King Charles theFirſt,of moſt glorious and 
Erernal Memory ; ſeeing ſo greata Cham- 
pion likely co be oppre(s'd with numbers and 
deſpair, {ent whar re{cue he could, bis Royal 
Lercer for his Bail , which was hardly granc- 
ed to him, and when itwas, it was upon 
-fach hard'terms, ' that his very delivery. was a 
-perſecution.: 'So neceflary it was for them, 
'who intended todo milchiet.to the publick, 
24:3 G to 
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co.takeaway the ſtrongeſt pillars of che houſe. 


| This thing | remark ro acquit thisgreat man 


from the rongue of ſlander, which. had fo 
boldly ſpoken, that it was certain ſomething 
would ſtick, yer was ſo impotenc and un- 
arm'd, that it could not kill that great fame 
which his greater worthineſs had procur'd ' 
him. It was ſaid of Hippaſus the Pythagorean, 
that being ask'd how and what he had done : 
Heanſwer'd, Nondum nibil,neq; enim adbuc mn 
invidetur, I havedone nothing yec, for no 
man envies me. Hethat does great things, 
cannot avoid the nog_ and teeth of Envy ; 
bur if calumnies muſt paſs for evidences, the 
braveſt Hero's muſt alwayes be the molt re- 
proched Perſons tn the World.

Everything can havean illnamz and an 
tl” ſenſe put upon it; but God, who takes 
care of reputations as he does of lives, by the 
orders of his providence confures the ſlander, 
ut memoria juſtorum fit in bened;Fiombus, that the 


memory of the righteous man might be em- 
bam'd with honour : And fo it hapned to this 
great man, for by a publick Warranty, by 


—— | 
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the concurrent conſent of both Houſes of 
Parliament, the Libellous Petitions againſt 
him, the falſe Records and publick Monu- 
ments of injurious ſhame were cancell'd, and 
he was reſtor'd i: integrum to that fame where 
| his great labours and juſt procedures had firſt 
eſtared him; which, though ic was but ju- 
ſice, yer it was alſo ſuch honour, thar it is 
greater then the virulence of tongues, which 
his worthineſs and their envy had arm'd a- 
gainſt him. 
But yet the great ſrene of the troubles was 
but newly open'd. I ſhall not refuſe to ſpeak 
et more of his troubles, as remembring that 
St. Paul, when he diſcourſes of che glories of 
the Saints departed, he tells more of their 
ſufferings than of their proſperities, as bei 
that Laboratory and Cryſable in which God 
makes his Servants veſſel of honour to his 
glory. The ſtorm quickly grew high; & 
tranſitum eft a linguis ad gladios, and that was 
indeed 4/nia Txore ##ne,, Ihiquity had put on 
arms; when it is armatanequitia, then a man

For he wrote a Letter to: the 
Biſhop , pretended Intelligence between 
them, 'delir'd that»according to their for- 
mer agreement ſuch a Gate might be deliver'd 
co him. The meſſenger was not advis'd to 
be cautious, not ar all inſtructed inthe art of 
Secrecy, for it was intended that he ſhould 
be ſearch'd, incercep:ed and hang'd for ought 
they car'd : but the Arrow was thor againſt 
the Biſhop, that he might be accuſed -for 
baſe Conſpiracy, and die with ſhame and: 
{d- diſhonour. Burt here God manifeſted 
his - mighty care of his Servants; he was 
pleas'd to fend into the heart ofthe meſſen- 
ger ſuch an affrighrment , that he dire&ly 
ran away with the Letter, and never durſt 
come near the Town to deliver it. This 
ſtory was publiſh'd by Sir Phelm himfelE;; 
who added, That ifthe could have thus en- 
ſnar'd the Biſhop, hehad goodaſlurancethe. 
Town ſhould have been his own : Sed honitas- 
Dei prevalitura eft ſuper omnem malitiam hominis, 
The goodneſs of God is greater then- all the. 
malice ofMen ; and nothing could fo prove 
how dear that facred Life was to.God, as his, 
reſcue from the dangers. : Stantia non poterant:

was a remark of Divine favour and Proyi- 
dence. But {ic ſeems Sir Phelim's Treaſon 
againſt the Life of this worthy Maa had a 
Correſpondent in the Town and it-broke 
out ſpeedily ; for what they could not effect, 
by malicious ſtratagem, they did in part by 
- open foree; they turn'd the Biſhop our of the 
Town, and upon trifling and unjult preten - 
ces. learch'd his Carriages, and took what' 
they pleas'd, till chey were aſham do. take 
more: they did worle then divorce him from 
his Church, for in all che Roman Diyorces. 
they ſaid, Tuas thi res babeta, Take your goods 
and be gone ; but Plundes was Religjon then. 
However, though the uſage was lad, yer it 
was recompenc'd to him by his raking San-. 
ctuary.in Oxf1rd, where he was gracioully re- 
cely'd by that moſt incomparable and divine. 
Prince ; but having ſerved the King in lork- 
ſhire by his Pen, and by his Counlels, and by 
his Intereſts, .return'd back to Ireland, where 
under the excellent conduct of his Grace the 
now Lord Licutenanc, he ran the riſque and 
fortune of oppreſſed Vertue. 

. Bur God having till reſoly'd toattlict us, 
- the good man was forc'd into the fortune oh 
- the Patriarchs, to leave his Countrey and his 
F  SROD#] Charges, 
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Charges; and ſeek for ſafety and bread ina YN 
ſtrange Land ; for ſo the Prophets were us'd 
ro do, wandring up and down in ſheeps-clo- 
thing, but poor as they were the world was 
nor worthy of them ; and this worthy man, 
deſpifing the ſhame, rook up his Crofs and 
followed his Maſter. .

He was not aſham'd to ſuffer where the 


"Cauſe was honourable and glorious ; bur lo 


God provided for the needs of his baniſhed, 
and fent a man who could miniſter comfort 
co the afflicted, and courage to the perſecu- 
ted, and reſolutions to the rempred, and 
ſtrength to that Religion for which they all 
ſuffered. N 
And here this great man was indeed tri- 
umphant; this was one of the laſt and beſt 
fcenes of his life : iubgar yag Brink for pdglug& reguraler, 
T he laſt dayes are the beſt witneſſes of a man. 
Bur ſo it was, that he ſtood up in publick and 
brave defence for the DoQrine and Diſcipline 
of the Church of England ; Firſt, by his Suffer- 
ings and great Example, for Verbis tantam phis 
loſophari non eſt: Doftori jed Hiſtrienis, To talk 
well and not todo'bravely is for a Comedian, _ 
not a Divine ; But this great man did both; 
he / 


F the Funeral of the Lord Primate 
Þ& be ſuffered his own Calamity with great cou- 
| rage, and by his wiſe Diſcourſes ſtreagrhened 
| the hearts of others. 
For there wanted not diligent Temprters in 
' the Church of Rome, who (taking advantage 
ofche Afflictions of His Sacred Majeſty, in 
| which ſtate Men commonly ſulpedt every 
thing, and like men in ſickneſs are willing to 
| change from fide to fide, hoping for eaſe and 
. hkading none) flew at Royal Game, and hop'd 
' to draw away the King from that Religion - - 
which His moſt Royal Facher, the beſt Man 
and the wiſeſt Prince in the world, had ſeal'd 
with the beſt Bloud in Chriltendom, and 
which Himſelf ſuck'd in with His Education, 
and had confirm'd by Choice and Reaſon, 
and confels'd publickly and bravely, and hath 
fince reſtor'd proſperoully. Miiticre was 
the man, witty and bold enough to aitempr 
2 zelous anda fooliſh undertaking, and ad- 
dreſs'd himfelf with ignoble indeed bur witty 
arts to perſwadethe King to leave what was 
dearer to Him then His Eyes. Iris true, ic 
was a Wave daſh'd againit a Rock, and an 
Arrow {hot againft the Sun, it could nor 
$ reach him; bur the Biſhop of Deyry curn'd ic 
alſo, and made i to fall upon the thooters 
J head; for he made ſo jngenious, fo learned 
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ad ſo/accute Reply to that book, 'heifo dif: Þ 
cover'd the Errors.ofrhe Roman Church, re: 
rorted the Arguments, ſtated the Queſtions; 
demonſtrated the Truth, and ſham'd their 
Procedures,thar nothing could be a greater ar- 
gument of the Biſhops Learning, grear Parts, 
deep Judgment, Quicknels of Apprehenh1on; 
and Sincerity in the Catholick and Apoſto- 
lick Faich, or of the Follies and Prevarica- 
tionsofthe Church of Rome. © He wrote-ho 
Apologies for htmſelt ; though it were much 
to be wiſh'd that, as Junius wrote his own 
Life, or Moſes his own ſtory, ſo we might 
have underſtood from himlelf how: great 
things God had done for him and by him; 
bur all that he permitted to God, and was 
fHilent in his own Defences ; Glor ieſius enim £ 
infuriam tacendo fugere, quam reſpondendoſuperare. 
But when the Honour and Conſcience of his 
King;and the Intereſtof a true Religion, was 
at ſtake, the fire -burn'd within him,. and 
at laſt he ſpake with his tongue ;- he-cried 
out likethe fon of Cr ſus, dfgars wh xleine Kpjin, 
Take heed and meddle not with/the King; 
His Perlon-1s, too ſacred, and Religion r00 
deir to: Himtobe aflaulced by Vulgar hands, 
In thort;, he-acquited: himſelf in this afflir 
avith-ſo-much-'Pruth:arnd: Picty , Learains 
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the Funeral of the Lord Primate. 
'F and Judgment, that in thoſe Papers his me- 
mory will laſt unto very late ſucceeding Ge- 
| nerations. 
' Burt this moſt Reverend Prelate found a 
nobler adverſary and a braver ſcene for his 
contention. He found that the Roman 
8 Prieſts being wearied and baffled by the wiſe 
Diſcourſes and pungent Arguments of the 
Engliſh Divines, had ſtudioufly declined any 
\'& more to difpute che particular Queſtions 
| againſt us, bur fell ar laſt upon a general 
| Charge, imputing to the Church of England 
| the great crime of Schiſm.; and by this they 
thought chey might with moſt probability 
deceive unwary and unskiltul Readers; for 
they ſaw the Schiſm, and they ſaw we had 
| lefr chem, and becauſe they conſider'd not 
the Cauſes, they reſolv'd to out-face us in the 
Charge. But now it was that dignum naftus

from them, bur they didactuate the Schilms, 
and themſelves made the. firkt ſeparation in 
the great point ,of, the Popes Supremacy, 
which was the Palladiwn for which they - prin- 
cipally contended. He 'made. it appear that 
the Popes of Rome were Uſurpers of the rights 
of Kings and Biſhops, that chey brought in 
new Doctrines in cvery Age, cit chey im- 

os'd their awn devices upon Chriſteadom as 
Articles of Faith, that they prevaricated the 
DoGrines of the Apoſtles, that. the Church 
of England only recurn'd co her Primitive pu- 
rity, that{hejoyn'd with Chriſt and his Apo- 
ſles, that ſhe agreed in all the Sentiments of 
the Primitive Church. He ſlated the que- 
ſions ſo wiſely, and conducted them fo pru- 
dently, and handled them fo learnedly, that I 
may truly ſay, they were nevet more mate- 
rially confuted by any man, fincethe queſti- 
ons have ſo unhappily diſturbed Chriſten- 
dom. PFerum hoc eos male uſfit : and they find- 
ing themſelves ſmitten; under the fifthrib, ſer 
up an old Champion of their own,a Goliah to 
fight againſt the! Armies bf Jfrael; the old 
Biſhop of Chalcedon, known to many of us, 
replicd to this excellent Book ; but was ſo 
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” the Funeralof the Lord Primate 
-  anſwer'd by a Rejoynder made by the Lord 
Biſhop of Derry, in which he ſo preſs'd the 
former Arguments, retured the Cavils, 
brought in {o many impregnable Authorities 
and Probations,and added ſo many moments 
and weights to his diſcourſe, that the plea- 
ſures of reading the Book would . be the 
greatel(t,-if che profit to the Church of God 
Were not greater.

.. 1 will not inſiſt upon hisother excellent 

writings; butit is known every where with 

what Piety and acumen he wrote againſt the 
JF Manichean Doctrine of Fatal necelsity,which 
_ - H 2 a late 
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a late witty man had pretended to adorn with * 
a new Vizor; bur this excellent perſon waſh'd 
| off the Ceruſſe and the mererricious Paint- 
ings, rarely well aflerted the economy ofthe 
Divine Providence, and having once more 
criumph'd over. his Adverſary, plenus viftori- 
arum & trophebrum bertook' himſelf ro the 
more agrezable attendance upon Sacred Ofh- 
ces, and having uſefully and-wilely diſcours'd | 
of the ſacred Rite of Confirmation, impos'd 
hands upon the moſt illuſtrious Princes, the 
Dukes of York and Glouceſter,” and rhe Princeſs 
Royal, and miniſtred to them the promiſe of 
the holy -Spicir, and miniſterially eſtabliſh'd 
them in the Religion and Service of the holy 
Jeſus. , And one thing more I ſhall remark, 
that at his leaving thole Parts upon che Kings 
Return, ſome of the Remonltrant Miniſters 
ofthe Low-Countries coming co take their 
leaves of this great man,” and deliring that þ 
his means the Church of England would be 
kind to them, he had reafonto grant it,” be- 
cauſe they were learned men,”andin man 
things of a moſt excellent belief; yet here- 
provd them, 'and gave them caution againſt 
it; ' that they approched too nearandgavetoo 
much countenance to. the. great and dange- 
rous errors of the Socinians. 
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- and noble deligns, and propos'd to himſelt

*- Hethus having ſerv'd God and the King 


abroad, God waspleas'dto returato the Kin 


and to us all, as inthe dayes of old, and we ſung 
the ſong of David. - 

In convertendo captivitatem Sion : When Kin 
David and all his ſervants recurned to feruſus 
lem, this great perſon having trode in the 
Wine-preſs was called to drink of the Wine, 
and as an honorary Reward of his great ſer- 
vices and abilities was choſen Primare of this 
National Church : In which time we are to 
look upon him, as the King and the Kings 
great Vicegerent did, as a perſon concerning 
whoſe abilities the W orld bad too great teſti- 
mony ever to make a doubt. Iristrue, he 
was inthe declenſton of his age and health , 
bur his very Ruines were goodly ; and they 
who ſaw the broken heaps of Pompey's The- 
arre, -and the cruſhed Obelisks, and the old 
face of beauteous Philenium, could not but ad- 
mirethe diſordered glories of ſuch magnifi- 
cent ſtructures, which were venerable in their 
very duſt. 

' Heever was us'd to overcome all difhcul- 
ties, onely Mortality was too hard for him; 
but ſill hisVertues and his Spirit was immor- 
tal; he ſill rook greart care, and (till had ney 
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admirable things. He govern'd his Province 
with great juſtice and ſincerity; 
Unus amplo conſulens paſtor gregi, 
Somnes tuetur omnium ſolus wig. 
And had this remark in all his Government, 
that as he was a great hater of Sacrilege, ſo be 
profeſſed himſelf a publick enemy to Non- 
relidence, and ofren would declare: wiſely 
and religioully againſt it, allowing it in no 
caſe but of Necelvsity or the greater good of 
the Church. There are great things ſpoken 
of his Predeceſlſor S. Patrick, that he founded 
700. Churches and Religious Convents, that 
he ordain'd 5000. Prieſts, and with his own 
hands conſecrated 350. Biſhops. How true 
the ſtory is [ know not ; but we wereall wit- 
neſles that the late Primate, whoſe memory 
we now celebrate, did by an extraordinary 
contingency of Providence in one day conſe- 
crate two Archbiſhops and ten Biſhops, and 
_ did benefit to almoſt all the Churches in Ire- 
land, and was greatly inſtrumental tothe Re- 
endowments ot the whole Clergy ; and in 
the greatelt abilities and incomparable indu- 
ſtry was inferiour ro none of his moſt glorious 
Anceceflours. 
Since the Canonization of Saints came in- 


rothe Church, we fand no Iriſh Biſhop ca-

noniz'd, except S. Laurence of Dublin, and 
S. Malachias of Down, indeed Richard of Ar. 
magh's Canonization was propounded, bur 
not cffe&ted ; but the Charater which was 


given of that learned Primate by Trithemius De ſcripeer, 
does exa&tly fit this our late Facher ; Vir in ©: 


Divims Scripturis eruditus, ſecularis Philoſophie 
juriſq; Canonict non ignarus, clarus ingenio, ſermone 
fſcbolafticus, in declamandis ſermonibus ad populum 
excellents mduſtrie : He was learned in the 
Seriprures, $kill'd in fecular Philoſophy, and 
not unknowing in the Civil and Canon 
Laws, (in which ſtudies 1 wiſh the Clergy 
were with ſome carefulneſs and diligence ſtill 
more converſant ) he was of an excellent ſpi- 
rit, a ſcholar in his diſcourſes, an early and 
induſtrious Preacher co the people. And as 
f there werea more particular ſympathy be- 
tween their ſouls, our Primate had fo great a 
Veneration'to his memory, that he purpos'd, 
if he had liv'd, to have reſtor'd his Monu- 
ment in Dundalke, which Time, or Impiety, 
or Unthanktulnefs had either omitted or de- 
troyed. So great a lover he wasof all crue 
and inherent worth, that he lov itin the 
yery memory of the dead, and to'have fuch 
great Examples tranſmitted tothe intuition 

and imitation of poſterity. 
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At his coming;torche Pximacy he knewhe. 
ſhould ar-frſt elpy Jiztle belides-the Ruines of | 
Diſcipline, 4 Hagyelt of/T] horns, and os 
prevatling in.the.hearrs of che Pepple , the 
Churches poſſels'd by Wplhyss and lntrudges, 
Mens hearts greatly eſtranged from true Re- 
ligion , and therefgre.heſer hign(elt to weed 

. the fields of the Church; be treated che Ad- 
verſaries ſometimgs ſweetly, ſametimes he 
confuted them learnedly, ſometimes he re- 
buk'd them ſharply. He viſited his Charges 
diligently, and in his own. perſon,  gpt-by 
Proxies. and inſtrumental Deputations ; Que: 
rens non noſtra, ſed nos, & que ſunt Jeſu Chriſti ; 
he delign'd nothing that, we knew. gf but the 
Redintegration gf,Rgligion, the Honour of 
God andthe,King, the Reſtoring of collap- 
ſed Diſcipline, and the Renovation of.Faith 
and the Service of God inthe Churches. And 
ſtill he was indefatigable, and, even as the 
laſt ſcene of his life, intended to undertake a 
a Regal Viſitation. Quid enim oultis me otio- 
ſum a4 Domino comprebendi? ſaid one; he was 
not willing that God ſhould take him unim- | 
ployed : Bur, good man, he felr his Taber- | 
nacle ready to fall in pieces, and could go no 
further, for God would have no more work

- "But God; whois the gtcar Claes 26g 
Maſter of the Scenes of Life arid Death; was 
not pleas'd thento draw the Cunains; "there 
wasan Epilogue to his Life'yer robe acted 
and ſpoken. - He rerurn'd to a&ions and life; 
and went on in the methodsof the ſarne pro. 
cedure as before; was deſirous ſill to: eſta- 
blifh the affairs ofthe Church , complain' dof 
ſome diſorders which-he purpos'd to* redreſs, 
girt himſelfgo the work but though his ſpirit 
was willing, yet his fleſh was weak; and as 
the Apoſtles in the Veſpers of Chriſts Paſsion, 
fo he in the Eve ofhis own Diffolytion was 
heavy, not to ſleep, bur heavy unto ph and 
took'd for the laſt warning, which ſeiz don 
him in the midſt of buſineſs; and though it 
was ſudden, yet it could not be unex ected, 
or unprovidedby ſurprize,and therefore could 
beno other then that zwerls which Auguſtus 
usd co with unto himſelf, a civil and well- 
natur'd death , without the amazement" of 
troubleſom circumſtances, orthe great cracks 
of a falling houſc,or the convullions of impa- 
tience.

fes,zwhich'the Jews expreſs by Oſculum oris Dez, 
The Kiſs 6f Gods mouth; thar is, a.death in- 
deed forefignified, but'gzntle, and ſerene; and 
without temptation. 

"To ſunime up all /Hewasa wiſe Prelate, 
a learned Door, a jult Man, a true Friend, a 
great Benefa@out toothers, a thankful Bene- 
ficiary where he was oblig'd himſelf. He was 
z faithful Servant to his Maſters,a Loyal Sub- 
jeſt cotheKing, a zelous Aſlertor of his Reli- 
gion againſt Popery on one hide, and Fanati- 
ciſm on the other. The practice of his Reli- 
gion was nor ſo much in Forms and exteriour 
Miniſtries, though he was a great obſerver of 
all the publick Rices and Miniſtries of the 
Church as it was in doing good for others. He 
- was like Myſon, whom the Scythian a 4 
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__"ſogreatlyprais'd, # wirer ir chu inflow 2mnge, he | 
govern'd his family well, hegave to all their 
due of maintenance and dury, he did great be- 
nefit ro mankind ; he had the fate of the Apo- 
ſtleS. Paul, he paſs'd through evil report and 
. good report, asa decciverand yer true. He 
was a man of great buſineſs and great reſort : 
Semper aliquis in Cydonis domo,, as the Corinthian 
faid ; There was alwayes ſomebody in Cydon's 
Syuſ.cp.57. houſe. He was weiter 3 biir Tſp 4 difan, he divi- 
ded his life into labour and his boak ; he took 
care of his Churches when he was alive, and 
even after his death, having left 500 l. for the 
Repair of his Cathedral of Armagh and S. Pe. 
ters Church in Drogheda. He was an excellent 
S:holar, and rarely well accompliſh'd ; firſt 
mſtructed rogrear excellency by natural parts, 
and then conſummated by ſtudy and experi- 
ence. Melanchthon was us'd to fay that him- 
ſelf was a Logician, Pomeranus a Gramma- 
rian, Juſtus Jonas an Orator, but that Luther 
was all theſe. It was greatly crue of him, 
that the ſingle perfetions which make many 
men eminent, were united in this. Primate |
